DISCERE  AUDE  .  .  .  One  of  the  heralds  of  the  college 
motto,  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  advance  on  knowledge  and 
life,  one  of  the  counsels  in  the  struggle  to  help  us  know  our- 
selves has  been  Miss  M.  Shannon  Morton. 
Our  yearbook  is  dedicated  to  our  Dean  of  Women,  who  re- 
tires in  1965  after  eighteen  years  of  service,  instruction, 
guidance,  and  friendship  to  the  students  of  Wilmington 
College.  This  dedication  is  not  enough;  it  only  begins  to  say 
and  mean  what  so  many  will  know  and  feel  when  Miss  Mor- 
ton's  retirement    becomes   reality. 

A  native  of  Clarksville,  Virginia,  Miss  Morton  taught  in  the 
early  years  of  her  career  in  the  Virginia  secondary  schools, 
and  prior  to  her  arrival  at  Wilmington  College  in  1947  she 
had  been  for  fifteen  years  Head  of  the  English  Department  and  Dean  of  Girls  at 
Henderson  High  School,  Henderson,  North  Carolina.  At  Wilmington  College  she  was 
the  first  Head  of  the  English  Department,  resigning  this  position  in  1963,  but 
remaining  active  as  a  Lecturer  in  that  department  while  she  continued  to  fulfill  her 
duties  as  Dean  of  Women,  a  position  she  had  assumed  here  in  1956. 
No  summary  fairly  suggests  the  scope,  dignity,  and  professionalism  of  her  career. 
Active  and  influential  in  all  that  she  has  attempted  in  the  classroom,  the  community, 
the  professional  organization,  the  administrative  office  and  committee.  Miss  Morton 
has  given  freely  of  her  time  and  counsel.  She  will  be  missed. 

But  our  dedication  is  not  a  farewell.  It  notes  only  a  change  in  the  course  of  a  long 
and  active  career.  For  our  retiring  Dean  there  will  be  other  winds,  and  ships  and  seas. 
We  offer  not  goodbyes,  but  our  thanks,  our  appreciation,  our  best  wishes  for  the  future. 


Late  in  September  Fall  Quarter  begins  and  the  rou- 
tine of  Wilmington  College  activity  resumes.  Freshmen, 
confused  by  the  red  tape  of  pre-registration  and  regis- 
tration, and  exhausted  by  the  endless  lines,  see  old 
friends  and  meet  new  ones,  then  quickly  settle  into  the 
pattern  of  collegiate  life.  Upperclassmen  return  to  school 
with  resolution  and  determination.  For  them  the  pat- 
tern is  familiar,  but  they  see  changes.

The  educational  process  is  a  building  process,  an  ex- 
pansion of  knowledge  and  of  horizons,  and  the  develop- 
ment of  Wilmington  College  is  paralleled  by  the  devel- 
opment of  its  students.  If  the  intellectual  changes  which 
take  place  in  the  students  are  not  as  obvious  as  the 
physical  changes  on  campus,  they  are  certainly  as  great. 
As  steel  beams  and  bricks  enclose  a  portion  of  the  in-

The  growth 
of  Wilmington  College  is  a  dynamic  and  exciting  force, 
and  to  be  a  part  of  this  growth  is  to  gain  added  insight 
into  the  educational  process  and  an  increase  in  benefits 
from  it. 
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The  pub,  gay,  crowded,  noisy,  and  perpetually  satur- 
ated with  the  odor  of  French  fries,  is  the  chief  center 
for  relaxation  and  conversation.

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As  PRESIDENT,  Dr.  William  M.  Randall  has  strived 
to  obtain  the  senior  status  for  Wilmington  College.  As 
we  come  to  the  end  of  our  second  year  as  a  senior  col- 
lege, we  now  see  him  conscientiously  working  toward 
the  development  and  growth  in  enrollment,  in  faculty, 
and  in  facilities. 

Dr.  Randall  received  his  AB  and  AM  degrees  from  the 
University    of    Michigan    and    received    his    PhD    from 


Hartford  Theological  Seminary.  He  has  facilitated  his 
knowledge  as  an  associate  professor  and  later  professor 
of  library  science  at  the  University  of  Chicago;  as  direc- 
tor of  libraries  and  of  student  affairs  at  the  University 
of  Georgia ;  and  as  academic  dean  of  the  U.  S.  Merchant 
Marine  Academy.  Dr.  Randall  has  also  written  three 
books  concerning  library  science.

Coach  Bill  Brook's  Seahawks  closed 
out  the  1964  segment  of  the  basket- 
ball season  with  a  6-2  record.  The 
'Hawks  defeated  Mars  Hill,  Georgia 
State,  Pembroke.  Atlantic  Christian 
College,  Newport  News  Apprentice 
School,  and  Mercer.  Their  losses  were 
to  Frederick  and  Stetson.  The  games 
with  Stetson  and  Mercer  were  part  of 
the  Hatter's  Tournament  in  Deland, 
Florida. 

The  record  of  6-2  is  a  good  indica- 
tion of  an  outstanding  season  ahead 
for  Seahawks.  Georgia  State  was  a 
pre-season  choice  for  high  honors. 
The  'Hawks  played  only  one  home 
game  out  of  the  first  eight.  Their 
travels  carried  them  to  Florida,  to 
Georgia,  and  Virginia. 
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Sparkplug  of  the  Seahawks'  attack  is  Jay 
Neary.  In  the  first  eight  games,  Neary  col- 
lected 220  points,  averaging  27.8  per  game.  He 
also  pulled  down  49  rebounds.  Neary  hit  56.5 
per  cent  of  his  shots. 

Veteran  Marshall  Hamilton  and  freshman 
Butch  Budd  are  the  'Hawks  leading  rebounders. 
Hamilton,  out  of  action  for  two  games  because 
of  an  injury,  and  Budd  have  pulled  down  63 
rebounds.  Jim  Braxton  is  close  behind  with  62. 
Budd  and  Braxton  have  seen  action  in  all 
eight  games.

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Braxton  and  Thiry  follow  Neary  in  shooting 
percentages.  Braxton  hit  47.3  and  Thiry  47.2. 
Both  have  collected  77  points.  Hamilton  and  Budd 
have  hit  for  64  points  each.  Hamilton  averaged 
10.6  per  game,  Budd,  eight. 

Neary  also  has  the  best  foul  conversion  record, 
54-71.   Hamilton   has   24-31,   and   Budd,  28-35. 

The  Seahawks  have  scored  697  points  in  eight 
games,  averaging  87.1  points  per  game.  They  have 
a  team  rebounding  mark  of  430,  averaging  53.8 
per  game.  They  have  made  255  out  of  521  shots 
from  the  floor,  48  percent,  and  187  out  of  273 
from  the  foul  line,  a  fat  68.5  per  cent.  The  eight 
opponents  have  scored  631  points,  an  average  of 
78.9.
